A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record In the 
application v^rhether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested tn view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorabte action must be filed by the applicant. An inten/iew does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .11 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132} 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark OfHce should t>e transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate Paper No., placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the 
"Contents" section of the file wrapper. In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form Is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference Interview, the copy Is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following information: 

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identlHcatlon of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the Interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which Informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the Interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

The identification of the arguments Is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Attorney was infonmed to update the Power of Attomey. 
In claims 1, 25, and 29, it was emphasized that the surface of the panel simulates a wall without the aid of a display. 
Applicant's Attorney wil amend the claims to emphasize that "the image data is distinct from the wall simulated on the 
surface of the panel. It appears that this limitation will distinguish over the cited Gilboa reference and wil be given 
further consideration. Applicant's Attorney further discussed the addition of the following limitation in a dependent 
claim " sensing an environment condition and changing the image in accordance with the sensed environmental 
condition". The Examiner pointed out that the specification is unclear regarding "light sensor 660 may be used to 
detect whether it is dark or cold". It was agreed that "light" in the phrase "light sensor" would be deleted throught the 
specification to provide clarification. . 
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
